Applicant argues that Bugge 799 fail to disclose a mechanism a mechanism that has components mechanically interlinked to function 
together. Examiner disagrees. Bugge discloses an adjusting mechanism having two components (10 and 7) and as the adjusting 
mechanism being move or adjusted, it serves the function as claimed. With the broadest reasonable interpretation, "operation of 
mechanism" encompasses operation of two components 1 0 and 7 of adjusting mechanism. 

Applicant argues that Phillips '019 reference does not show of any upwardly directionai movement of either the arm 14 or the blades 46 in 
figure 3. Examiner* position is that as the arm 14 moving away from arm 13, the blades 46 bull the edge 37 upward thus the blades 46 will 
move upward shown in figures 3-4. Note: Regardless of how the apparatus of Phillips reference being operated, as long the features of 
the apparatus of Phillips reference adapt or capable of perform the function as claimed and the claimed features of the instant application 
are not distinct from the reference, the claimed features are anticipated by the features of the reference.
